Thanksgiving in Ala- 
bama in recent years has 
become blood stained due to 
the numerous deaths and 
injuries in traffic crashes 
on Alabama’s streets and 
highways. 

Governor George C, 
Wallace and State Director 
of Public Safety, Colonel 
Albert J, Lingo, voicing 
concern over the appaling 
slaughter on streets and 
highways, urged the motor- 
ing public today to exer- 
cise utmost care and cau- 
tion while traveling this 
Thanksgiving season, 

They pointed out that 
traffic would be extreme-

November And 
December “Sweet 
Potato Months” 


November and Decem- 
ber are becoming ‘‘sweet 
potato months’’ in Coffee 
County. That’s when J, J, 
Hataway’s 35 acres of lo- 
ewilly grown potatoes hit the 
market, 

Assistant County Agent 
H. B, Thompson says tiat 
many sweet potatoes are 
shipped intothe county dur- 
ing the year, but when Hat- 
away’s crop is ready, the 
imports stop, 

Thompson, an Auburn 
University staff member, 
Says that Hataway grows a 
good quality potato and that 
marketing the crop is no 
problem, ‘“‘In fact,” says 
Thompson, ‘‘he has amar- 


ket potential that hasn’t 
been tapped.’’ 
Hataway first tried 


Sweet potatoes four years 
ago when he decided he 
needed another cash crop 
to supplement his decreas- 
ing allotted acres of cotton 
and peanuts, 

The largest commercial 
grower in the county, Hata- 
Way says the biggest pro- 


on my last car! 


markets in the county. 


blem with the crop is la- 
bor. ‘‘When I started grow- 
ing potatoes, labor was 
plentiful, but it’s getting to 
be a real problem now.’’ 

“One peak labor period 
{s in the spring when po- 
tato plants must be watered 
in beds, pulled and carried 
to the field for setting with 
a mechanical setter,’’ says 
Hataway. 

The other time labor 
1s needed is during har- 


vest. Hataway digs the po- § 


tatoes with a mechanical 
digger then leaves the crop 
on top of the ground, The 
potatoes must be picked up, 
stored, cleaned and graded 
before they go to market, 

The Elba, Route Three 
farmer usually averages 
175 bushels an acre of No, 
1 potatoes. ‘‘It’s not a big 
money-making crop, but it 
does provide extra income 
and also employment for 
some of the older people 
in the community,’’ com- 
ments Hataway. 

Hataway grows his own 
potato slips In four beds, 
each 6 feet wide and 100 
feet long. He offers for 


sale to the public certi- 
fied plants of such varie- 
ties as Georgia Red and 
Early Sweet potatoes,

One reason that those 
of us in the county and 
home agents’ offices are 
always encouraging folks 
to do this and to do that is 
that we have a lot of re- 
search information. We 
feel obligated to dothe best 
possible job. 

This is Thanksgiving 
and those of us who are 
professional leaders inag- 
riculture recognize how 
much this country is 
blessed with good land, a 
good climate, and adequate 
rainfall for growing almost 
every crop. This is one 
big advantage that we have 
in this country and especi- 
ally in the Wiregrass that 
farmers throughout the 
world long for, 


Dr. Walter F, Sowell, 
our Auburn University 
Soils Specialist and a man 
that a lot of Coffee County 
people know, sent a report 
a few days ago on the use 
of Nitrogen on crops, 

During the past year, 
Coffee County farmers 
used 2,063 tons of Nitro- 
gen, Houston County leads 
with 3,645 tons; Geneva 
County is second with 3,296 
tons; and Covington County 
is third with 2,845 tons. 

I am saying all of this 
to point out that we can 
use more Nitrogen profit- 
ably on crops and pastures 
in Coffee County. 


One of the leading hog 
production experts in.the 
South, Mr. G. B, Phillips, 
Auburn University, had this 
to say about changing 
meat-type hogs, ‘‘One 
the best, easiest, cheape 
and quickest ways for mos 
market hog producers to 
change from growing ordi- 
nary hogs to meat-type an- 
imals is as follows; 

Buy from a large speci- 
alized grower ~~ usually a 
pig parlor operation-- 
some good quality cross- 
bred meat-type gilts. A 
number of these operators 
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Over the state should be 
glad for growers who have 
overfat, overage, cull sows 
to market these and come 
to their places when their 
animals are ready for mar- 
ket, and pay, say $5, per 
head above going market 
prices for the needed num- 
ber of good quality gilts, 

The buyer of the gilts 
would have purchased a 
purebred meat-type boar 
of the breed of his prefer- 
ence--and preferably from 
a breeder with perform- 
ance testing records--to 
use on the gilts when they 
are about eight months of 
age. 


A lot of cotton in Coffee 
County is being grown on 
land that is too acid, Cor- 
rection of this by the addi- 
tion of lime is necessary 
for top yields. Now is a 
good time for cotton farm- 
ers to take soil tests on 
land to be planted in cotton 
next season, Lime can be 
added if needed and have 
time to react with the soil 
and correct the acidity 
level by planting time, 


Coffee County people 
have mailed over 100 gol] 
Samples to the laboratory 
at Auburn in the past week, 

Gibbs McCormick of 
New Brockton made 17 soil 
Samples on pasture land, 
Perhaps one practical way 
to help off set the low 
prices for cattle isto spend 
a little money on improving 
pastures and this in turn 
will give heavier calves 
at selling time, In addi~ 
tion to this, start now and 
have pastures in peak pro- 
duction when cattle prices 
do improve in the years a~ 
head, ‘ 


There are at least three 
or four ways to establish 
coastal bermudagrass, The 
fact that coastal must be 
sprigged keeps a lot of 
people from planting this 
splendid grazing and hay 
crop,
